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Continuation of 3. NOTE: The new issues raised include the side wall having a lower side edge that lies on said side wall and forms a 
lower terminus of said side wall. The applicants arguments are not persuasive, as the first action on the merits stated the base to be the 
flat upper surface 59 and the rejection has remained the same. Additionally, Honstein discloses the structure as claimed despite some 
terminology and has a side wall that does end up extending upwardly from the perimeter of the base which may be torn away from the base 
by the frangible members described in paragraph 12. This does not destroy the device since the frangible members are there specifically 
so that the side walls may be torn away from the base, which in turn allows sawing the cast into segments, as stated in paragraph 12. 
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
